If young men today, 
as ten years ago, saw ahead of them the opportunity 
to do useful work'in the world, earn wages, save 
money, establish homés, and live wholesome and 
successful lives, there would be hundreds fewer 
of them toting guns on this continent and hundreds 
of thousands fewer whooping it up for fascism in 
Europe. 

That is one of the unlisted problems that must 
be tackled by the economic conference in London. 
If the wheels of industry and the currents of trade 
can be again started, youth will—as it always has— 
find “thrills” and adventure in doing solid work 
and supporting and bettering the institutions of 
free civilization. All the young man needs today 
to steady him is a job. He is in revolt against 
the refusal of a chance to earn a decent living.

Wheat, the principal item of Canada’s export 
trade with Greece, shows a decrease in imports for 
1932 of some 60,000 tons, writes Mr. T. J. Monty, 
acting trade commissioner in Athens, in the Com- 
mercia! Intelligence Journal: Canada, which in 
1931, ranked second to the United States az a source 
of supply, dropped to fifth place in 1932, after the 
United States, Russia, Roumania and Yugoslavia 
This may be attributed to the ban cn wheat com- 
ing from non-treaty countries Imports coming 
from Canada were cleared at the beginning of the 
year when the ban was not effective. Before the 
end of the year, however, orders for over 60,000 
tons of Canadian wheat were given, which will 
figure ir 1933 statistics. Should these be taken 
into accou the Canada would come up 
to third place as a source of supply. While the 
United States has not quite regained its 1930 ex- 
port of 309.000 tons, Russia has climbed from 31,000 
tons in 1930 to 163,000 tons in 1932, thus regaining 
its old position as wheat supplier to Greece. In 
view of the embargo on wheat coming from non- 
treaty countries, the wheat import trade has veered 
towards the United States, Russia and the neigh- 
boring Balkan countries.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 

With President Roosevelt setting the pace for 
economic reform on this continent, the western 
farmer may well transfer his interest from Ottawa 
to Washington, filled with a@ reasoned hope that 
what Washington does today, Ottawa will be forced 
to do tomorrow. 

President Roosevelt has announced his intention 
to pursue a policy of controlled inflation until the 
borrower is able to repay his borrowings in dollars 
of equal value to those he received. 

Assuming such a policy is carried into full effect, 
and that Canada is forced to follow in the footsteps 


of Washington, how will it affect wages, salaries 
and incomes? That is a question everyone would 
like answered by some disinterested authority. I 
am glad to print the answers to a series of ques- 
tions directed to Dr. G. S. Watkins, professor of 
economics at%he University of California in a radio 
interview by the Richfield Newspaper of the Air. 
Here they are:

Question: Dr. Watkins, how will inflation affect | 


wages? 

Answer: The effect upon wages of those who are 
now working will for a time tend to be adverse for 
the reason that prices will tend to rise much faster 
than the raises in wages. Insofar as wage-earners 
organize to get increases, they can negotiate to 
obtain higher wages to offset the increased cost of 
living. President Roosevelt in a message to the 
United States Chamber of Commerce has urged 
increases in wage scales in “conformity with and 
simultaneous with the rise of commodity prices.” 

Question: Suppose wages do not increase as rap- 
idly as expected. What compensations would there 
be in an inflamatory programme to offset the dis- 
advantage you indicate? 

Answer: We now have 13,000,000 totally uncm- 
ployed, who have no wages at all. Inflation should 
stimulate trade, commerce and industry so that it 
will put these men back at work. They will have 
wages where now they have none. Unless it does 
this, there is no reason for inflation. The unem- 
ployed need assistance most. If inflation gives 
men now on half-time a full week’s work, and those 
with no work at all, a half week's work or more, 
that benefit will outweigh any disadvantage fiom 
an increased cost of living. 


Question: What effect will inflation have upon 
salaried classes? 

Answer: The salaried classes, generally speaking, 
have no effective organization. They are likely to 
find an increasing cost of living, with stationary or 
declining salaries. Many may receive salary cuts; 
others will have to wait for a development in de- 
mand for their services for any increase in their 
salary scales. 

Question: What compensations, if any, have this 
class of employed for the disadvantage of lowered 
income? . 

Answer: The only compensation for this class 
is that their increases will show in higher vaiues 
of stocks, bonds and investments. Times will grad- 
ually improve—thus improving their position. 


Question: Why is it that when commodity prices 
are very low, times are usually poor, and that 
when prices are high, times are good? One would 
think the reverse would be the case. 


Answer: It is largely a matter of business psy- 
chology. Business men have a very definite motive 


They want to make money. Usually one can’t make 
money on a de¢lining price level. The time to make 
money is when prices increase. Wages go up slower 
than the retail prices of the product. When prices 
go so high that the demand falls off, then the trend 
starts back down. Rising prices spread business 
optimism. With rising prices men buy, produce and 
employ. When prices go down men don't buy, they 
don’t produce and they don’t employ 

Question: Under inflation, what will happen to 
income derived from stocks and bonds? 

Answer: Income from stocks should be definitely 
increased. People will purchase and sell stocks 
Should inflation stimulate recovery, corporations 
will get back to production and build up funds for 
dividend payments. Income from bonds and s.mi- 
lar securities, on the other hand, cannot increase, 
because the yield is fixed. Money income in such 
cases cannot change and real income will decrease, 
for the money from the bonds will purchase less. 


Question: Will business incomes—incomes deriv- 
ed from profits in business—be increased under 
inflation? 

Answer: They will be greatly increased, Millions 
of business men are now making no profits. These 
will be quickly benefited because the turn-over 
of retail and wholesale trade, and of manufactur.ng, 
will be greatly increased. A large volume of profit 
will be the order and also a larger net profit, 
because the production cost usually lags behind the 
retail and wholesale price levels. Business men ond 
the speculator gain most quickly on the upswing 
during inflation 


Question: What effect will the inflationary pro- 
gremme have on Farm incomes? 

Answer: The effect is bound to be favoraple. 
The fact that the farmer had nine billions of dollars 
of income in 1929, and that this income dropped to 
five billions in 1932 is evidence that the farmer, Uke 
the rest of us, loses in deflation. A reverse tend- 
ency should set in under inflation, with the re- 
covery of farm commodity prices 

Question: What will happen to incomes at pres- 
ent derived from such sources as lending money 
upon automobiles, furniture, etc., and the whole 
field of industrial and commercial loans? 

Answer: Operators of such companies will be 
able to increase their returns because of the in- 
creased demand for such loans. This is the oppor- 
tune time to convert dollars into commodities of 
all kinds. People are commencing to buy and store 
goods. They are turning in old automobiles for 
new ones, figuring the price of automobiles a year 
from now will be much higher 

Question: Do you believe the time tw buy is 
now? 

Answer: Emphatically so. People who put their 
dollars into commodity form by buying now, will 
act wisely

SYMPTOMS AND TREATMENT OF ARTERTAL 
HARDENING 

Hardened arteries are twisted and crooked, they 
feel brittle and the inside wall is roughened by 
layers of lime. The general symptoms noted by 
the patient are usually caused by poor blood supply 
and include headache, dizziness, trouble in remem- 
bering, perhaps weakness of the muscles and diffi- 
culty in sleeping. When the arteries of the legs 
are involved they may be felt and will resemble 
hard cords. In such cases walking may cause pain, 
the muscles of the leg may cramp, or there may be 
numbness and tingling of the feet. If the arteries 
of the brain are involved we find that the patient 
has temporary attacks of paralysis which may affect 
one limb, or one side, or perhaps he has short 
attacks where he loses the power to say anything. 
Such attacks are usually over in a few hours but 
are often repeated. There is also danger of apo- 
plexy from a rupture of the brittle arteries of the 
brain. 

The causes of hardening of the arteries are com- 
plex and include overwork, mental strain, worry, 
etc., but the principal cause is a toxemia built up by 
years of wrong diet and intestinal poisoning. Hard- 
ening of the arteries combined with high blood 
pressure is often seen in vigorous men who have 
driven themselves hard all their lives. They are 
likely to work tob hard, play too hard, smoke too 
much, eat too much and to neglect sleep and in- 
testinal hygiene. They are on a continual tension 
and while they know how to go after things do not 
know when to stop. As a result of the strenuous 
life the arteries wear out many years ahead of 
time. 

The first result of the passing through the arter-

in time the arteries form a coating of lime to pro- 
tect them frém the effect of the irritating wastes in 
the bloodstream. 

The hardening deposits of the arteries may be 
softened by following a rigid dietic regimen over a 
long period of time. The arteries will probably not 
entirely return to their normal tone in advanced 
cases, but the patient is usually able to bring about 
sufficient improvement to prolong his life. 

The greatest caution must be used to avoid in- 
harmonious combinations of food and an excess of 
starchy foods. Patients who are overweight will do 
best when the diet is such as to bring about a grad- 
ual reduction. A good diet to use would contain 
a reasonable amount of meat, plenty of raw salad 
vegetables and an abundance of cooked vegetables. 
Whenever possible it is advisable for the patient to 
continue with some kind of work which maintains 
his interest. To stop all work and rest is not good. 
Exercise is helpful in the ordinary case in reduc: 
ing the weight anJ also in producing better muscu- 
lar strength and making the patient feel better in 


every way. The best kind of exercise is the daily 
walk. 
omitted. 

The patient should not expect a cure from drugs, 
as medical authorities frankly admit that medicines 
do not alleviate the condition, 

A calm, optimistic frame of mind is desirable 
and if the patient will avoid worry, excitement and 
mental stress it will be helpful. Such measures as 
massage, treatments with the deep therapy lamp, 
and the daily sponge bath followed by a brisk rub 
down with a coarse towel are all recommended. 

When high blood pressure is also present, the 
use of the five day orange juice fast is a good plan 
as it aids in bringing the pressure nearer to normal. |

Dr. Louis Olin of Boston yesterday 
extracted a tooth without causing 
pain or hemorrhage after a patient 
had been “suggested” into a state 
of dreamless sleep.

The proper process is to take a 


sharp knife, run the point of it into
